3. (Original) The bone anchor of claim 2 wherein the edge is oriented obliquely to a 
direction of passage of the member through the opening. 

4. (Original) The bone anchor of claim 2 wherein the restrictor includes multiple edges 
lining the wall of the opening. 

5. (Currently Amended) The bone anchor of claim 4 wherein at least some of the 
edges are oriented at the same oblique angle relative to the a direction of passage of the member 
through the opening. 

6. (Original) The bone anchor of claim 4 wherein at least some of the edges are oriented 
parallel to each other.
